Listed in the document is 
Werner GOETSCH, S3 Ostubaf and Kriminalkommissar . Career: 

1938- 39 i/c Blockstellen HOP and WIEN of Amt Vi of the RSHA. 

1939- 40 Gruppenleiter VI/E. March 1940 together with 
SCHELLENBERG kidnapped Major BEST and Capt, STEVENS at 
VENLOO. Since the beginning of 1945 on a secret political 
mission on behalf of KALTENBEUNNEB in Vienna under cover 
of being an employee of Julius MEINL grocery chain stores 
proprietors. Age about 35, married, children. About 1.85 o 
tall, slim, oval face, fair hair, blue eyes. 

B. Cable LQND0N-BERNE-9047 , 23 June 1945: Werner GOETTSCH, 

S3 Sturmbannfuehrer , Krim. Kom. Early member of the SD. 
Belonged to Amt III/3 from which he was sent to command 
Blockstelle Vienna in 1938. Said to have gone to the Propa- 
ganda Ministry in 1943. A great friend of Wilhelm WANEK. 

C. London-X-2-Pts-8, 29 Ma y 19 45: Interrogation of BIS 

Agent Obst. Karl Friedrich HEDEB. Listed in the document as 
being known to source is Werner GOETTSCH, German SS $/Stubaf 
Liaison officer of Amt VI, BSHA with Wirtsch&fts Ministerium, 
February 1942. Born 1912 in Kiel. 1.76 m, slender, oval face, 
fa.ir complexion, light blond hair, blue eyes. 
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D. London-X-2-Pts-4, 13 September 1945: Interrogation of 

SS Ostubaf Dr. Paul DITTEL. Listed in the document is Werner 
GOETTSCH, Ostubaf. Held a leading position in Amt VI and 
was never transferred to Amt VII, but frequently inter f erred 
with the business of other depts., claiming that he acted on 
KALTENBRUNNER * s orders, whose confidence he apparently 
enjoyed. According to source (during PW Interrogation), 

GOETTSCH was a man of a most unbalanced nature, hypocritical 
and inclined to believe in miracles. The source also charac- 
terized GOETTSCH as a half-wit and an incorrigible busybody. 

E. London-X-2-Pts-57 , date unknown: Report of Interrogation 

of Alfred NAUJOCKS on 24 November 1944. Listed in the docu- 
ment is Werner GOETTSCH, address: Coloredogasse 28 (Vienna). 

Personal friend of NAUJOCKS, whom he had known since the Kiel \ 
days when they both joined the SS. Now working as SS 
Obersturmf uhrer at Vienna Dienstelle and has a gread deal to 

do with WANNECK, who is very much under his influence. GOETTSCH 
is also an active member of the Free Austrian Movement and 
it was he who introduced NAUJOCKS to Prof. HEINRICH and other 
members of this group. His address is as above, he shares 
this home with his wife, mother and brother. He also uses 
the same address as his office. 
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
